Reveal A-Bomb 
Blast Damage 
Family of Mannequins 
Wiped Out in Explosion

SURVIVAL CITY, Nev. UP)~The frightening and sober- 


ng reality of survival in the atomic age was driven home to 
Americans today as the damage to this desert test commu- 
munity was totaled up. 


The 
mighty 
shock 
wave of 


Thursday's atomic explosion buried 
the Darling family—fortunately on- 
y mannequins—in their home on 
Doomsday Drive, wiped out their 
neighbors next door and .the folks 
down the block. 


The 4,700 foot row, however, 


was not a complete loss—two out 
of four homes withstood the gi- 
antic pressure of the biggest open 
est shot ever held in the United 
States. Its power was equal to 
35,000 tone of TNT. 


Roof Off 


But the home at the 5,500 foot 


mark especially built and rein- 
orced—did not stand up perhaps 
as well as expected. The roof was 
blown completely off, much of the 
front oared in and all windows 
smashed. 


The Darling family's fate and 


ttoat of their neighbors—especially 
the luckier ones—pointed up one 
object leaaon: You can survive a 
nuclear attack if you have the 
right kind of home. 


Fifteen members of the Darling 


family "perished" in the collapse 
of their two-story brick and cin- 
der block home. The walls blew 
ottt, the chimney fell in sections 
as though sliced by some multiple 
scythe. The family never had a 
•hance. 


Bathroom Shelters 


But civilian d e f e n s e workers 


planned to enter the basement aft- 
er unsafe timbers are removed to 
se« whether perhaps two persons 
n a corner shelter may have sur- 
vived. The single story frame 
rambler netct door was a total 
loss ewoept for the specially con 
stmcted bathroom shelter. 
This 


withstood the blast so slodily that 
only one pane out of eight was 
blown out of the rear window. 


Otherwise, the story in the two 


hardest hit homes was the same: 
Mo walls, shredded 
crossbeams 


and joists, naked and crumbling 
plaster, mute but utter destruction. 


A big multi-ton hydraulic press 


standing just behind the Darlings' 
home gave staunch testimony to 
the difference between frame and 
mortar, and solid steel. 


More Dramatic 


But even more dramatic and 


pointed a 'lesson to ponder: The 
two one-ntory, flat-roofed masonry 
homes farther down on Doomsday 
Drive suffered only cracked walls 
and loss of windows. Every single 
pane of glass was blown out of 
the homes at 4,700 feet—% of a 
mile. 


The aluminum garage door on 


one of the masonry homes was 
shredded. Only the hinges remain- 
ed to let the observer know that 
there once was a door. 


In the same home, the blast

Lee County Board Puts Final 
Okay on 4- Year Road Plan 
Federal Aid 
Program to 
Speed Work 


Vote Is 16-12; 
Supervisors Also 
Vote Pay Raise 
The Lee county board of 


supervisors Thursday after- 
noon gave final approval to a 
new four-year road and 
bridge building program as 
set up by County Supt. of 
Highways Fred Leake despite 
the stormy protests of Seth 
Anderson, supervisor of East 
Grove township. 


The program passed by a four- 


vote margin, 16-12. The supervis- 
ors gave it only a three-vote mar- 
gin during the April meeting. 


The program calls for the con- 


struction of three miles of road 
and two bridges in each quarter 
section of the county during the 
next four years. It will go into ef- 
fect in 1956. 


The scheme provided that all of 


the roads in the county system be 
included in the federal aid second- 
ary system — thus being eligible 
for federal and state aid — with the 
exception 
of 
two 
north-south 


stretches 'of county roads in the 
southwest corner of the county. 


Anderson Objects 


Anderson said that it was "un- 


reasonable" to turn the two roads 
now being maintained by the coun- 
ty back to the township. He added 
that the move would leave only 
three miles of county road in his 
township. 


The two stretches of roads which 


will be turned back to the town- 
ships are: Approximately five and 
a half miles of road in Hamilton 
and Harmon townships that orig- 
inates about two miles south of 
Harmon; and about six and a half 
miles of road in Marion and East 
Grove townships that originates at 
the Harmon spur and extends 
southward. 


Under the program, two stretches 


of road ih Dixon township will be 
included in the county federal aid 
system. They are: The mile of 
road from Dixon to the Dixon State 
School; and two miles of road east 
of Dixon known as the Maples 
Road. 


Tells Advantages 


Leake explained last month that 


under the plan, the county will be 
able to build four miles of road for 
what it now costs to build one mile 
plus leaving funds to construct 
needed bridges. 


He said that it now costs Lhe 


county §32,000 to build one mile of 
road. 


"By including all our county 


roads in this system, the same 
construction costs the county 2' 
per cent, the state 23 per cent anc 
the federal government pays 50 pei 
cent," Leake explained. 


He added that the county will be

Third Chicago Disaster in Nine Days 
9 Die in Skid Row Blaze 


CHICAGO 
IB—A 
flash 
fire 


roared through a West Madison 
Street skid row flop house early 
today, killing nine men. Twelve 
others were injured two seriously. 


It was the third disastrous fire 


in the same neighborhood in nine 
days. 
On April 28 eight persons 


were killed in a walkup hotel fire 
and four others in a blaze in a 
nearby rooming house. 


Today's extra-alarm blaze in the 


Comfort Hotel at 919 W. Madison 
St., was brought under control 
within an hour. 


The bodies were found on the 


upper floors of the five-story brick 
building. Seven of the nine dead 
were 
tentatively 
identified 
by 


James O. Casey, hotel clerk, at 
the Cook County Morgue. 


Firemen searched the ruins for 


several hours but no additional 
bodies were found. 


Firemen said the hotel contains 


about 100 cubicles, about 6 by 7 
feet, separated by corrugated iron 
with chicken wiie tops, for its 
residents. 


The blaze was confined to the 


second and third floors of the 
building. The first floor is occu- 
pied by a restaurant. 


Cause of the fire was not im- 


mediately determined. Fire Mar- 
shal Albert Peterson estimated 
damage at So.000. 


Peterson said most of the dead 


and injured suffered smoke inhala- 
tion and most of them were asleep 
in their tiny, es-cent-a-night cubi- 
cles. 


Al Reese, 50, a clerk at the 


hotel, said there were 77 men in 
the building when the fire broke 
out about I a. m. He said he first 
saw smoke pouring from a second- 
floor room behind his offire. 
He 


said he pounded on the door of 
the room but got no response. 


"Then I pulled the fire alarm 


and started banging on doors unti 
the smoke got too thick," he said 
"I called the telephone operate 
but I couldn't finish telling he 
about the fire because the smoke 
was choking me." 


Police Heroes 


Fast action by policemen Bu 


gene Reynolds and Robert Becke 
was credited witn saving the live 
of several men. The policemen 
said they ran into the buildin 
when they saw smoke. They sai 
they reached the third floor shout 
ing "Fire" before heavy smok 
drove them back. Reynolds sai 
they aroused about 25 men. 


About 20 men were carried down 


ladders by firemen. 
Two other 


jumped from windows and wer 
injured. 


One man perched on a four-floo 


ledge for several minutes befor 
firemen reached him.

Sale Pends Settlement 
Of Injunction Request 


ASHTON—(Special)—The board of education for Com- 


munity Unit School District 271 plowed slowly through a 
three and a half hour meeting Thursday night and by split- 
votes in each case established a "small-school" building pol- 
icy and approved a contract to sell $275,000 in bonds at 2% 
per cent interest. 


The board also hired Dixon at- 


torney Sherwood Dixon to repre- 
sent the school district in a court 
hearing on a request by three resi- 
dents of the distnct for an injunc- 
fion to prevent sale of the bonds. 


The building program approved 


by a 4 to 2 vote features construc- 
tion of an Ashton grade school, an 
addition to Lee Center school and 
a high school in Franklin Grove 
with a bond sale of 5675,000 to 
finance the work. Board President 
C h a r l e s Bilderback, Secretary 
Beryl Beegly. Orville Englehart 
and Bruce Wheeler voted for the 
policy, and Tom Gaskins and Vern- 
on Schnell voted against it. Joe 
Henry was absent at the time of 
the vote. 


The vote followed debate be- 


tween "large school" and "small 
school1' factions. G a s k i n s and 
Schnell expressed fear that the dis- 
trict might break up if the small 
school plan is put into effect. 


Accept Iowa Bid 


The board accepted the bid of 


Quail and Company, Davenport, 
Iowa, to buy $275,000 in bonds for 
an addition to Pawpaw school and 
remodeling of the Lee Center and 
Ashton schools. The Iowa firm and 
Xegly, Genz and Rowe Company, 
Peona, and Spear and Company, 
Chicago, each submitted bids of 
2?i per cent interest. The board 
accepted the Quail and Company 
bid because of more advantageous 
"fringe" benefits involving attor- 
ney fees in connection with the 
bond sale. 


Board members opposing the 


contract said the rate of interest 
was too high. They said the rate of 
interest on bonds sold for con- 
struction of the Franklin Grove 
grade school last fall was slightly 


less than two per cent. The board's 
building consultant, William Fish 
er, said the higher rate was due

Will Await

Surgeon General 
Confident Vaccine 
Will Prove Safe 
WASHINGTON <JP)— Sur- 


geon Gen. Leonard Scheele 
said today federal release of 
any additional Salk polio vac- 
cine has been halted pending 
a complete study of the sit- 
uation by top medical scien- 
tists. 


Scheele told the House Banking 


Committee that production of the 
vaccine is continuing but federal 
review and approval of additional 
supplies has been held off now 
"for several days." 


Scheele, head"of the U. S. Public 


Health Service, said the program 
of releasing vaccine thus has been 
"brought to a standstill" for the 
time being. 


Vaccinations To Go On" 


Earlier, he had said, he feels 


confident, however, that a confer- 
ence of scientists now under way 
here will conclude that the vaccine 
is excellent and that nationwide 
inoculation should be continued. 


In New York, the National Foun- 


dation for Infantile Paralysis said 
it would have to await 
further 


word from Washington before it 
could determine what effect the 
withholding of vaccine would have 
on its program of free inocula- 
tions for school children. 


The foundation said a slowdown 


in vaccine deliveries likely would 
delay the inoculation program. In 
such case, it said, it would notify 
state health officials accordingly.

Scheele said without elaborating', 


that he is confident the Salk vac- 
cine "can be safe." He said the 
fact that some inoculated children 
have been stricken with polio does 
not necessarily mean the vaccine 
caused the disease. 


Scheele said he believes that 


while the vaccine is not perfect— 
"it's not 100 per cent protection"— 
the injections will protect "a high 
percentage of our children from. 
this disease and should be very 
useful."

The law *lM describes six crop* 


as basic. They are wheat, corn, 
cotton, rice, tobacco and peanuts. 
Under the administration program 
now in effect, the government is 
required to support the prices of 
five basic crops at levels between 
?2',2 and 90 per cent of parity. 
After this year, the range will be 
75 to 90 per cent. Under special 
legislation, tobacco supports are 
held at 90 per cent. 


The House bill would restore the 


mandatory 90 per cent supports 
first imposed during World War n 
for corn, cotton, wheat, peanuts 
and rice. It also would raise the 
support floor on milk and dairy 
products from the present 75 to 80 
per cent of parity. 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson,

His war-time exper- 
iences include: having his home 
and mission at Kutkai, Burma, 
bombed and burned out at the 
hands of the Japanese; a rescue by 
General Chennault's famous "Fly- 
ing Tigers;"* and government serv- 
ice on the Burma Road. 


From 1946 until his retirement in

received a Doctor of Divinity de- 
gree from William Jewell College, 
Liberty, Mo., for his service as a 
missionary. 


While in Burma, Dr. and Mrs.

* to the development of cancer or

* nature and the treatment is ordi- 
, narily aimed at clearing away the 
• blackish hairy growth.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (»— 


?resident Peron's dispute with the 
Roman Catholic Church neared a 
lead today as the Peronista-domi- 
natcd Congress studied two meas- 
ures to break the ties between the 
state and the church. 


The House Thursday received a 


sroposai backed by Peron's party 
:o terminate the Catholic Church 
as the official state religion. 


At the same time a bill was in- 


troduced in the Senate to outlaw 
Catholic religious teaching in pub- 
ic schools. The measure is ex- 
pected to clear both houses quick- 
y and be signed into law by Peron. 


The proposal before the House 


calls for election of a national as- 
sembly to eliminate from the con- 
stitution all privilege's granted the 
Catholic Church as the state reli- 
gion. 


Peron began his running battle 


with the church six months ago 
by accusing some members of the 
clergy of seeking to undermine 
Ms regime. The church vigorously 
denied the charge, both in state- 
ments locally and in the Vatican 
newspaper L'Osservatore Romano. 
Eighteen priests have been ar- 
rested in Argentina since last 
November.

Radio Silent

Hindenburg 
Exploded 18 
Years Ago 


RIDGEWOOD, N. J. l»— "It 


doesn't seem like 18 years ago 
today. The awful memory of it 
seems like only yesterday." 


So said Charles Barnes today, 


recalling that dark, squally May 
6, 1937, when the dirigible Hinden- 
burg, Nazi Germany's queen of the 
skies, blew up and burned with the 
loss of 36 lives at Lakehurst, N. J. 


But for the grace of God, he 


said, he would have been among 
the dead at the Lakehurst Naval 
Air Station. Barnes, 28 at the time, 
was a machinist first class attach- 
ed to the station's airship training 
school. 


Tells Landing 


The red and black swastika-em- 


blazoned ship was due to arrive on 
her first transatlantic flight of 
1937 early in the morning. 


"There were squalls during the 


day," Barnes said. "It was risky 
to try to set down so the Hinden- 
burg cruised around north Jersey 
waiting out the storm. 


"Around 7 p.m. they decided to 


try to bring her in." 


The skin of the luxurious 803- 


foot "flying hotel" was soaked and 
weighted down by the rain, now 
coming down in steady torrents. 


"Three of us were directly under 


her huge horizontal rudders," said 
Barnes. "No lines had been 
dropped as yet when there was a 
brilliant light. I felt an intense 
heat across the back of my neck. 
"I turned around and started run- 
ning the other way. As the three 
of us ran, the concussion from ex- 
ploding diesel fuel tanks knocked 
us flat. I looked up and the tail 
section, hovering about 100 feet 
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above me, started to settle to the 
ground . . . 


Final Lunge 


"It writhed and wriggled. Every 


time a main girder dropped to the 
ground out of the flaming mass, 
it shook the tar out of us 
My 


foot caught in. some twisted gird- 
ers. I was panicky. The harder I 
pulled the tighter it held. I gave 
one last desperate lunge and crack- 
ed right out of there. 


"One of the other fellows with 


me, a civilian, burned to death. 
One of the burning fuel tanks 
dropped right on him. The other 
was pinned by a girder and we 
couldn't get to him. It was horri- 
ble. 


"I think the only reason I wasn't 


burned to death was that my flight 
jacket had been soaked through, 
by the rain. When I got free, the 
heat had dried it." 


A static charge conducted from 


the ground to the ship by wet 
ground lines and lightning were 
among the causes listed for touch- 
ing off the Hindenburg's highly in- 
flammable, highly explosive hydro- 
gen.

New Mechanical 
Brain Perfected 


SAN JOSE, Calif, ffl—The Inter- 


national Business Machines Corp. 
has reported development by its 
San Jose laboratory of a new ac- 
counting machine that will "mem- 
orize" and store up to five million 
characters. 


It will process individual busi- 


ness transactions as they occur, 
keeping all sorts of records up to 
date, rather than processing them 
from accumulated batches of cards 
as other machines do.

NEW YORK (*— Jobs have lag- 


ged behind the gains in factory 
output. But there are signs today 
that employment is rising and 
may catch up soon. 


Industrial output is back to right 


around its 1953 peak. But fewer 
people are employed now than 
then. Instead, those who already 
have jobs have been putting in 
longer hours at the factory—and 
using better machines. 


This trend is now changing. The 


Commerce Department notes that 
recently the tendency has been 
"to increase the number of em- 
ployes in addition to extending 
working hours." 


Income Rises 


This, along with higher wage 


scales, has helped push the total 
income from wages and salaries 
to an annual rate of 167 billion 
dollars, which is 6 billion above 
a year ago. 


A number of reasons are given 


for the lag of jobs behind output 
in the early stages of the business 
recovery that started last fall. 


The Northern Trust Co. of Chi- 


cago notes that better equipment 
has played a large role. It says 
in its business comments for May, 
out today: "The large amounts of 
capital which have been spent for 
new and better plant equipment 
continue to raise output per man 
hour." The bank figures there 
may have been a gain of about 9 
per cent in output per manhour 
in the last year. 


Inefficient Dropped 


When business was falling off in 


the second half of 1953. many 
manufacturers cut the total of 
workers by a greater percentage 
than they cut weekly hours. The 
Chicago bank says this apparently 
was "to eliminate some of the 
marginal, less efficient workers 


hired at the peak levels of activ- 
ity." 


To this, the First National City 


Bank of New York adds the opin- 
ion that employment totals in 1953 
were inflated because of "the in- 
fficiencies of high - pressure de- 
ense production and the waste- 
Rcouraging effects of the excess 
rofits tax." 
Last fall factories stepped up 
utput by increasing the work 
reek rather than by large scale 
ehinng. 
The New York bank says: "In 


the early stages of recovery it is 
:asier, and often more economical 
o increase output through longer 
lours than to add more workers, 
especially when hiring would in- 
•olve reopening facilities or adding 
. second shift. Beyond a certain 
point, however, hiring becomes 
-nore efficient than overtime, and 
apparently that point is being 
reached in an increasing number 
of firms."

SPRINGFIELD, 111. W—The Illi- 


nois Senate Thursday passed 38 to 6 
a bill broadening the powers of the 
attorney general to investigate and 
prosecute. The bill now goes to 
the House. 


Gov. Stratton backs the proposal 


•which would permit the attorney 
general at the request of the goevr- 
nor to step into any county and 
conduct criminal prosecutions, with 
or without the consent of the local 
state's attorney. 


Two downstate Democrats spoke 


In opposition. Sen. James O. Mon- 
roe of Collinsville called the bill 
an "insult to state's attorneys" and 
a usurpation of their functions. 


"The attorney general is made 


the flunky of the governor," Mon- 
roe said. 


Sen. James W. Gray, East St. 


Louis, said the bill disregarded 
home rule and commented: 


"The bill is a purely political de- 


vice designed to give the Repub- 
lican governor the power to investi- 
gate Democrats for political expe- 
diency.'' 


Administration spokesman have 


contended the bills are needed to 
allow the state to maintain law 
enforcement in an area if local con* 
trols break down.

•aid that "since the earliest days 
of our history American mothers 
have inspired our most exalted 
national ideals through their teach- 
ings and by examples in their daily 
lives." 


DETROIT (ft— A half-billion dol- 


lars in "reserve funds" to finance 
a guaranteed annual wage at Ford 
and General Motors is proposed 
by the CIO United Auto Workers. 


Each fund—an unofficially esti- 


mated 125 million dollars for Ford 
and 335 million for GM—would be 
created by company contributions 
of 4 per cent of the base payroll 
over a penod of five years. 


CIO President Walter Reuther's 


auto union made its proposal pub- 
lic for the first time Thursday. It 
was the first indication of what 
the union's guaranteed 
annual 


wage might cost. 


Neither Ford nor GM com- 


mented. 


Ford and GM ar« negotiating 


separately with the union over new 
contracts to replace the five-year 
agreements expiring within the 
next four weeks. Ford's expires 
June 1, GM's June 7. 


The negotiations, covering nearly 


half a million workers, are in re- 
cess until next week. 


The union proposed that ttie "re- 


serve fund" at each company be 
equal to 20 per cent of the base 
payroll. It said five years of con- 
tributions should do this. 


Ford has 140,000 hourly paid 


workers and GM 325,000. The pres- 
ent hourly pay averages between 
$2.05 and $2.10. 


The union said at no time under 


the plan would management have 
more than a "maximum liability" 
of 8 per cent of its base payroll. 


It said that from its "employment 
experience" an 8 per cent figure 
would be rare. 


During the five years of creating 


the funds, the company would 
meet the annual wage from both 
the reserve fund and regular oper- 
ating expenses.

Viet Nam Situation Has 
Some Dangerous Aspects 
Blame French for an 
Unrealistic Policy 


By JAMES MAKLOW 


Associated Press Xews Analyst 
WASHINGTON tf>— The frantic 


efforts of the free, South Viet- 
namese to create their own govern- 
ment may_ be the last convulsion 
before chaos. Efforts now to save 
them from eventual absorption by 
communism may be too late. 


Still, there is a chance the United 


States and France can agree on a 
policy which will rescue South Viet 
Nam in Indochina from the Com- 
munists, who last year in battle 
forced the French to let them have 
North Viet Nam. 


If there is such agreement, and 


it succeeds, it must come under 
the head of better late than never. 


Secretary of State Dulles flies to 


Paris today for high-level talks 
with American allies. Officials say 
he will talk with the French in 
search of a unified policy toward 
South Viet Nam. 


Ever since the Communist-led 


civil war against the French be- 
gan in Indochina nine years ago, 
the United States and France had 
time to work out such a unified 
policy. There still seems to be 
none. 


In recent years, while this coun- 


try pumped in supplies 
costing 


m a n y millions of dollars, the 
French lost not only the friendship 
of millions of Vietnamese 
but 


eventually lost in their war with 
the Communists. .
